On motion of Ms. Ferrante of Gloucester,—

ber of the House of Representatives and are ready to take the oaths and
affirmations of qualification.

The Speaker then appointed Representatives Fox of Boston, DiNatale
of Fitchburg, Vincent of Revere, Hill of Ipswich, Dwyer of Woburn,
DuBois of Brockton, Orrall of Lakeville, Poirier of North Attleborough,
Donahue of Worcester, DiZoglio of Methuen, Campanale of Leicester,
Durant of Spencer, Fiola of Fall River, Ferguson of Holden, Garry of
Dracut, Benson of Lunenburg and Frost of Auburn as the special com-
mittee of the House.

Subsequently Ms. Fox, for the committee, reported that they had
attended to the duties assigned to them, and that the Governor had stated
that he would attend forthwith and administer the oaths of office.

Reports of Committees.

By Mr. Galvin of Canton, for the committee on Rules and the com-
mittees on Rules of the two branches, acting concurrently, that Joint
Rule 12 be suspended on the petition of Kimberly N. Ferguson and
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Harriette L. Chandler for legislation to establish a sick leave bank for Kim
Quitadamo, an employee of the Worcester County Superior Court. Under
suspension of the rules, on motion of Ms. Story of Amherst, the report
was considered forthwith. Joint Rule 12 was suspended; and the petition
(accompanied by bill) was referred to the committee on the Judiciary.
Sent to the Senate for concurrence.

By Mr. O’Day of West Boylston, for the committee on Municipalities
and Regional Government, on a petition, a Bill amending the composi-
tion of the Stadium and Athletic Field Commission in the city of Malden
(House, No. 3194) [Local Approval Received]. Read; and referred,
under Rule 7A, to the committee on Steering, Policy and Scheduling.

Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for said committee, then reported recom-
mending that the matter be scheduled for consideration by the House.

Under suspension of the rules, on motion of the same member, the bill
was read a second time forthwith; and it was ordered to a third reading.

Engrossed Bill.

The engrossed Bill providing for the financing of certain improve-
ments to municipal roads and bridges (see House bill printed in House,
No. 3187, amended) (which originated in the House), in respect to
which the Senate had concurred in adoption of the emergency pream-
ble, was put upon its final passage.

On the question on passing the bill to be enacted, the sense of the
House was taken by yeas and nays (this being a “loan” bill as defined
by Section 3 of Article LXII of the Amendments to the Constitution);
and on the roll call 157 members voted in the affirmative and 0 in the
negative.
